tem. The Missouri 1'aclllc and 
St. 


Paul come together at Omaha 
and 


Kansas City, and the alliance of the 
•systems means a huge saving In traf- 
fic business and greater rapidity In 
.handling freight from the Dakctas to 
the gulf. 


Keep Their Own Counsel. 


Those In control of tho two great 


systems refuse to talk of their plans. 
Railroad men and stock market lead- 
ers believe that an actual merger Is 
not Intended, .but that tho agreement 
entered Into will bring the roads Into, 
as close relations as those now exist- 
ing between 
the 
Great 
Northern, 


Northern Pacific and Durllngton. 


The Rockefeller or Standard Oil In- 


terests have controlled the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul for the last two years, 
.and they also control the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas. 


Advantageous to Both. 


The Milwaukee and St. Paul has no 


independent outlet west of the Mis- 
souri river, and the Missouri. Kansas 
and Texas has none east of Hannibal, 
JIo. 


The Missouri Pacific, Iron Mountain 


and other Gould roads on the other 
hand have no other Important outlet 
cast of the Mississippi river,than the 
"U'almuli, which does not afford them 
all the facilities they need, especially 
to territory In the north and north- 
west.
